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23. (currently amended) The medical data handling system of claim 21, wherein: 
the personal identification information read from the personal data device and 

included in the admission report includes hospit a l-ad mission report compris e s a 
photograph of the person to facilitate proper identification of the person upon arrival at 
the medical treatment facility hospita l. 

24. (currently amended) The medical data handling system of claim 21. wherein: 

the personal data device further stores medially relevant data concerning the 

associated person; and 

the mobile data management system is configured to read and display the 

medially relevant data.

25. (currently amended) The medical data handling system of claim 21 , wherein 
the mobile data management system is further configured to: 

receive medical device readings associated with the person pat ie nt taken while 
the ambul a nc e person is in transit to the hospital; and 

i nclud e those transmit the medical device readings i n th e d a ta tr a n s mitted to the 
medical treatment facility computer prior to the person's arrival at the medical treatment 
facility . 

26. (previously presented) The medical data handling system of claim 21, 
wh e r ei n wherein: 

the mobile data management system is further configured to receive data input 

by an emergency medical technician attending to the person i n th e ambu l anc e while the 
ambulanc e person is in transit to the medical treatment faci I jty hospita l and transmit that 
data to the medical treatment facility computer prior to the person's arrival at the 
medical treatment facility: and 

the medical facility computer is configured to include the data input by the ^ 

emergency medical technician in the admission report. 
wh i ch inc l ud e s that information in th e hospita l admission report . 
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27. (currently amended) The medical data handling system of claim 21, wherein: 
the medical treatment facility computer is configured to obtain additional medical 

data pertaining to the person from a secure medical data storage system, and include 
that additional medical data in the h o s p i tal admission report. 

28. (currently amended) The medical data handling system of claim 21, wherein: 
the patient data includes the identification of a computer associated with the 

person; and 

the medical treatment facility computer is configured to obtain additional medical 
data pertaining to the person from the computer associated with the person , and 
include that additional medical data in the hospital admission report. 

29. (currently amended) The medical data handling system of claim 21, wherein: 
the patient data includes the identification of an insurance company computer 

assoc i at e d w i th th e p e rson ; and 

the medical treatment facility computer is configured to obtain additional medical 
data pertaining to the person from the insurance company computer, and include that 
additional medical data in the hospital admission report. 

30. (currently amended) The medical data handling system of claim 21 , wherein: 
the mobile data management system comprises a global positioning system 

device tracking the location of the ambulance; 

data indicating the location of the ambulance is included in the data transmitted 
to the medical treatment facility; and 

the medical treatment facility computer determines an estimated time of arrival of 
the ambulance at the hospital and i nclud es that information i n th e hosp i ta l admission 
report . 

31. (currently amended) The medical data handling system of claim 21 , wherein 
1he patient data includes the person's name, gender, age, weight, blood type, 
physician's name, medical insurance information, emergency contact information, 
present medical conditions, b l ood type, and organ donor status. 
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32. (currently amended) The medical data handling system of claim 21 , wherein: 
the personal data device comprises a first data storage area comprising patient 

identification information and emergency medical treatment information accessible by 
the mobile data management system; 

the personal data device comprises an a second data storage area comprising 
secured medical data that is not accessible by the mobile data management system; 

the mobile data management system is configured to transmit the secured 
medical data to the medical treatment facility without accessing the secured medical 
data; and 

the medical treatment facility computer is configured to access the secured 
medical data stored in the secured data storage. 

33. (currently amended) A medical data handling system, comprising: 

a portable personal data device storing patient data associated with a person 
comprising personal identification information, medical insurance information, and 
present - m e d i ca l cond i tion informat i on medically relevant information for the person : 

a mobile data management system located on an ambulance comprising a data 
drive for reading the personal data device, a display for disp l ay the pro s o n t med i ca l 
condit i on informat i on displaying at least a portion of the medically relevant information, 
a m e dical devic e i nt e rface for rece i v i ng m e d i cal devic e r e ading s tak e n whil e tho person 
is i n th e ambu l anc e s d a t a input int e rf a c e for r e c e iv i ng att e nd i ng data i nput by a 
m e dical te chnician att e nding to th e p e r s on wh il e th e p e rson i s in th e ambulance , and a 
data transmission device for transmitting a patient report including -the personal 
identification information, medical insurance information, and the medically relevant 
information th e patient -data^ me dic a l d e v i c e r e ad i ng s a nd att e nd i ng data to a hospital 
while the ambulance is in transit to the hospital;

34. (currently amended) A method for handling medical information, comprising 
the steps of : 

storing patient data including personal identification information and medical 

insurance information for an associated person on a portable personal data device; 
providing the portable personal data device to the associated person; 

obtaining the personal data device when the person requires medical attention: 

reading the personal identification information and the medical insurance 

information from the personal data device and transmitting the personal identification 
information and the medical insurance information to a medical treatment facility prior to 
the person's arrival at the medical treatment facility; 

preparing an admission report including personal identification information and 

the medical insurance information in advance of the person's arrival at the medical 
treatment facility to facilitate admission of the patient for treatment at the medical 
treatment facility.

35. (currently amended) The method of claim 34, wh e r e in further comprising 
the step steps of obtaining #*e medical records associated with the person from 
compris e s th e st e p of acc e ss i ng a secured data storage area on the personal m e dica l 
data device and transmitting the medical records to the medical treatment facility prior 
to the person's arrival at the medical treatment facility . 

36. (currently amended) The method of claim 34, further comprising the step of 
using data read from the personal data device to access medical records maintained on 
a secure medical records maintenance system located outside the personal data device 
prior to the person's arrival at the medical treatment facility , wh e r e in th e st e p of 
obta i ning th e med i ca l r e cords compris e s th e step of acc e ssing a secure medical 
record s maintenance system l ocat e d outs i de the pe rs on al m e dica l d a ta d e v i ce. 

37. (currently amended) The method of claim 34, further comprising the steps 

of: 

receiving medical device readings from the patient while the patient is located in 
an emergency transport vehicle in transit to the medical treatment facility; 

storing the medical device readings on the personal m e d i ca l data device; 

transmitting the medical device readings to the medical treatment facility white 
the patient is in transit to the medical treatment facility; and 

including the medical device readings in the hosp i ta l admission report. 

38. (currently amended) The method of claim 34, further comprising the steps 

of: 

receiving medical treatment information regarding medical procedures 
administered to the patient while the patient is located in an emergency transport 
vehicle In transit to the medical treatment facility; 

storing the medical treatment information on the personal m e d i cal data device; 
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transmitting the medical treatment information to the medical treatment facility 
while the emergency transport vehicle is In transit to the medical treatment facility; and 
including the medical treatment information in the hosp i tal admission report. 



39, (currently amended) The method of claim 34, wh e r e in th e p e r s ona l h e alth 
i nformation compri ses medica l insuranc e information, further comprising the steps of 
obtaining medical coverage information using the medical insurance information, and 
including the medical coverage information in the ho s p i ta l admission report. 

40. (currently amended) The method of claim 34, wherein the personal 
identification information read from the personal data device includes a photograph of 
the associated person, further comprising the step of including a copy of the 

1 photograph of the patien t in the ho s pita l admission report to facilitate proper 
identification of the patient upon arrival at the medical treatment facility hospital 
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
